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Family's 
fury over 
no prison 
for killer 

THE FAMILY of a teacher 
who was knocked down and 
killed on a country road have 
branded a judge’s decision 
not to jail the drink-driver 
responsible “an absolute dis¬ 
grace”. 

Mother-of-two Brenda 
Wilson, aged 62, died in hos¬ 
pital an hour after being hit 
by Francine Austin’s Audi 
convertible as she walked a 
dog with her friend along the 
A458 Bridgnorth Road in 
Stourton near Stourbridge. 
Austin was given a hospital 
order. 

Judge John Maxwell gave 
the order to the now 
divorced Austin at Stafford 
Crown Court. 

The Judge said Austin, 
who has suffered from 
depression, faced up to three 
years in prison - but two psy¬ 
chiatric reports recom¬ 
mended she remain in a 
psychiatric hospital. 

Austin, 54, of Heathton, 
Claverley, will be detained 
under the mental health act. 

Inspirational 

Mrs Wilson’s son Edward 
Davies said after the case: 
“This is an absolute dis¬ 
grace. 

“I think she should serve 
the full prison sentence after 
the doctors let her out but 
she’ll probably only do ayear 
in the hospital.” Laura 
Davies said her mother was 
“an inspirational and 
amazing person”. 

The court heard scientists 
estimated Austin had about 
54 microgrammes of alcohol 
per 100 millilitres of breath, 
when the crash happened at 
about 10.30am on August 4. 

Austin told police she had 
drunk four glasses of wine 
the night before and went to 
bed at 10pm. In a police 
interview Austin, who plea¬ 
ded guilty to causing death 
by careless driving and 
drink driving, said she felt 
drowsy from medication she 
was taking. Mr Andrew 
Fisher, defending, told the 
court: “This lady is an other¬ 
wise decent citizen. She is ill 
and has plainly expressed 
her remorse.” 

Mrs Wilson, of Meddins 
Lane, Kinver, was a former 
headteacher at St Anne’s 
Middle School in Bewdley. 


BOSSES FEAR TIP 
DANGER AT CANAL

A PROPOSED canalside housing estate next to a land¬ 
mark £5 million glass museum has been criticised by 
waterways bosses who claim the development could lead 
to the canal becoming a “rubbish tip”. 

Forty-nine new homes would be constructed on the historic former 
Stuart Crystal glassworks site in Wordsley under the plans. 

Vacant land off Argyle Close would be developed for the estate, while the 
museum would be built in the Grade II-listed former factory units. 

The Inland Waterways Association has 
spoken out against the plans, which were 
lodged by Morris Homes in May. 

The new estate would feature 16 
detached houses, two semi-detached, seven 
“mews” properties and 24 apartments. 

They would overlook the Stourbridge 
Canal. 

Bob Fox, the IWA planning officer for 
Dudley, submitted an objection to the plan¬ 
ning application. 

Damage 

He said the IWA was “pleased to see an 
initial proposal for the development of this 
site” but added: “The current proposal of 
49 dwellings represents a significant over¬ 
development. 

“The external space is limited and will 
become congested with vehicles and other 
artefacts of modern life, resulting in 
damage to grassed and other soft land¬ 
scaped areas.” 

He also raised concerns that tall fences 
along the row of houses would “act as a 
barrier to the canal”. 

He added: “Such fencing has been found 
to have a detrimental effect on canals as 
local residents are isolated from the canal. 

“This will do nothing to enhance the 
canal corridor and may contribute to the 
canal becoming a linear rubbish tip, to the 
detriment of other members of the commu¬ 
nity and local flora and fauna.” 


Suspended 
jail term for 
metal thief 


A MAN who stole eight drain covers from a 
Black Country street - leaving passers-by in 
“grave danger” of falling in the exposed 
holes - has been spared immediate jail. 

Steven Drew was caught by police loading 
the heavy metal covers, worth £1,200, into 
the back of a Nissan Micra in Stanley Road, 
Stourbridge. 

Dudley Magistrates heard that the 22- 
year-old hoped to sell them to pay off his 
debts and fines, amid fears bailiffs would 
call at his mother’s home in Middlefield 
Road, Tividale, where he lives. 

Reported 

Drew, who admitted carrying out the 
theft with an unnamed youth, was reported 
by a resident who saw him stealing the 
covers on May 31. 

He was given a 12-week prison sentence, 
suspended for 12 months. 

Mr Roger Bleazard, prosecuting, said: 
“Theft of this kind poses a grave danger to 
everyone. 

“It is not like stealing metal from a 
builder’s yard. 

“If someone rides a bike at night there is 
a potential for fatalities. This poses a real 
and substantial risk.”

Legal bills 
for Luke 
top £300k 
says father 

THE FAMILY of Black 
Country murder suspect 
Luke Walker, who is accused 
of killing his girlfriend while 
abroad, has revealed legal 
bills could spiral beyond 
£300,000 as they battle to 
clear his name. 

The 24-year-old is accused 
of beating girlfriend, 
Chelsea Hyndman, 21 to 
death and will stand trial on 
October 16 - 30 months to 
the day since Miss Hyndman 
died and he was arrested. 

The couple had been 
looking for summer work in 
Crete when she was rushed 
to hospital. 

His father Patrick, who 
runs Brierley Hill-based 
firm Walker’s Electrics, said 
the family were struggling to 
scrape together the legal 
fees to fight the case as they 
split their time between 
Greece and England. 

“It’s getting really hard,” he 
admitted today. The family 
have already been forced to 
re-mortgage their home in 
Brierley Hill. 

“What I earn doesn’t even 
cover the legal fees. The 
costs have just escalated 
beyond belief - and it’s not 
over yet. 

“We have spent well over 
£200,000 already and we’ve 
got a way to go. I’ve asked 
our solicitor for an estimate 
so we at least know what we 
need to raise.

Future crystal clear as 
glass company sold on 


“THERE’S nothing in the world like 
glass - it’s magic really.” 

So says Barbara Beadman, who is gearing up 
for retirement along with her husband Richard 
after, between them, five decades at the helm of 
the historic Dial Glass Works in Audnam, Stour¬ 
bridge. 

The couple have sold their businesses, Tudor 
Crystal and Plowden and Thompson (P&T), to 
one of their biggest customers in a deal they say 
will not only safeguard the future of the glass¬ 
works but also lead to more investment and jobs. 

“Glass is an incredible material, which makes 
going to the moon possible," said Barbara, aged 
64. 

“It will protect us from our nuclear waste and 
creates beautiful chandeliers. We do some 
tubings now that are smaller than a strand of 
hair - and have a measured hole down the 
middle.’’It's fitting to the cutting edge of the 


modern glass industry that the name of the 
company that has taken over at the Dial glass¬ 
works is ET Enterprises Ltd (ETEL), although 
ET stands for electron tubes rather than the 
extra terrestrial in the Spielberg film. 

Richard, now 66, first joined the team at the 
canalside glassworks, built in 1778, as general 
manager about 30 years ago and his wife joined 
the company 20 years ago. 

Variety 

The Dial works has housed a variety of 
company names over the last two centuries but 
Tudor Crystal and Plowden and Thompson have 
been there since 1922 

At one time the companies provided jobs for 
145 people but, in recent years, that has dwindled 
to 17, a consequence of increased mechanisation. 

While Tudor still makes traditional crystal 
ware - it produced the period style glassware used 
in the blockbuster film Titanic - P&T now 


focuses upon incredibly high tech glass. Richard 
Beadman said: "Everything we do at P&T is 
getting more exact, with its tolerances much 
tighter, and the quality needs to be better and 
better." 

It was the need to invest, research and develop, 
alongside the realisation they are retirement age, 
that drove the couple to seek a buyer to protect 
their much-loved businesses. 

They rejected advances from a Chinese 
company and chose to sell to ETEL, which has a 
vested interest in making sure that production of 
the high tech glass it needs continues at the Dial 
works. The couple will remain as consultants for 
up to a year and Barbara plans to continue in her 
other roles as a custodion of the local glass her¬ 
itage - she is chairman of The Friends of Broad- 
field House Glass Museum, a Liveryman of The 
Worshipful Company of Glass Sellers and a direc¬ 
tor of the British Glass Foundation. 


Rescue as 
motorist 
taken ill 

A MAN was airlifted to hos¬ 
pital after suffering a heart 
attack while driving his car 
in Stourbridge. 

The motorist, in his 60s, 
had been near the junction 
of Cartland Road and 
Walker Avenue in Pedmore 
when he was taken ill. 

His car left the road and 
crashed into some shrubs at 
around 4.40pm yesterday. 

A paramedic in a rapid 
response vehicle was on 
scene within six minutes 
after residents raised the 
alarm and was followed by 
an ambulance. When crews 
arrived, the patient said that 
he had no recollection of the 
crash but was out of the 
vehicle. 

The paramedic suspected 
he might be suffering a heart 
attack and it was confirmed 
by an ECG test. 

Student paramedic Grant 
Salsby said: “After a discus¬ 
sion we all agreed that 
calling in an air ambulance 
and doctor would give the 
man the best care possible so 
we requested one. 

“We got the man ready 
and he was then airlifted to 
the specialist Heart and 
Lung Centre at New Cross 
Hospital in Wolverhampton 
where he was to have tests.”

THE FUTURE of a Grade I listed 
garden at the centre of a Dudley 
borough park could be secured 
as a council looks to buy it when 
a college moves out. 

Stourbridge College has announced 
that it will be leaving its base at Lea- 
sowes park in Halesowen where it runs 
courses for horticulture and catering 
students with learning difficulties 
and/or disabilities. 

But it has emerged that council officers 
have inspected the site with a view to 
making a bid to purchase it. 

A report to the council from John Millar, 
Director of the Urban Environment, says: 
“A meeting was arranged between the 
college and council officers to commence 
discussions regarding the future of the site. 

Inspection 

“The council has undertaken an inspec¬ 
tion of the site further to ongoing discus¬ 
sions taking place with the college 
regarding a formal approach and offer to 
acquire the site being lodged, all subject to 
the appropriate council approvals being 
secured. 

“The college would then consider any 
council offer made and compare it with 
other options that may be available to them 
and the college board will ultimately deter¬ 
mine how and when the site is disposed.” 

Courses taught at the centre will transfer 
to the college’s new Kidderminster site. 

The Leasowes site features a Grade I 
listed walled garden as well as mobile build¬ 
ings, a greenhouse and a cafe. 

The Friends of the Leasowes fear it could 
become derelict if no action is taken. Princi¬ 
pal Lynette Cutting said due to an increase 
in student numbers it needed a bigger site 
and planned to open a new base at its Centre 
of Sporting Excellence at Brintons Field due 
to open in the Autumn.

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Firm wants to start its 
quarrying earlier in day 


AN HISTORIC brick and tile man¬ 
ufacturer has revealed plans to 
open its Kingswinford quarry 
earlier, much to the anger of res¬ 
idents and local councillors. 

Family firm Hinton, Perry and Davenhill 
want some lorries to be able to drive into 
Ketley Quarry, from 7am. 

Bosses say the move would help ease 
traffic on the route outside the Kingswin¬ 
ford quarry during the morning rush hour. 
But residents and councillors say 7am is too 
early and would not solve the problem of 
queuing lorries. 

They also claim that mud and rubble left 
by lorries on Dudley Road is not being 
cleaned up often enough. 

Permission 

Quarry operator WCL Quarries Ltd 
secured planning permission in May to alter 
the earliest arrival time for loaded vehicles 
at its Dudley Road entrance from 8am to 
7.30am. 

But ward councillor Patrick Harley said 
he could not understand why the time 
needed to be changed. 

“They have already had a extension in the 
morning so why do they need another one. 
I’m not in favour of this,” he said. 

Firm managing director Alex Patrick- 
Smith says the 7am start time is among the 
suggestions brought up during the review. 

He said the firm uses a road sweeper every 
day to clear mud and rubble from Dudley 
Road. He added: “We are seeking a 7am 
start. Traffic builds up the closer that you 
get to 8am and we believe this is better.”

Roberta and Jane. 

In the village she played an active role in 
community life, running the church Sunday 
school and singing in the choir. 

She remained at her house after her 
husband died in 1964, only going to the care 
home aged 95. 

She had five grandchildren and eight 
great grandchildren. 

Daughter Mrs Schipper said her mother 
lived a healthy life right up until she died. 

She said: “My mother never drank or 
smoke and she ate very well. 

“She didn’t have to go to hospital once, 
even when she had children.”

labourer who lived life

MEMORY Lane this week 
takes a look back at the life of 
a labourer who chose to live 
the life of a hermit on 
Cannock Chase. 

Dick Slee was employed by Lord 
Anson on the Shugborough estate in 
the middle of the 18th century. 

Some say he was a Cannock lad who 
hid himself away after being jilted by 
his cousin. All accounts point to him 
opting to live in a ‘cave’ after having 
his heart broken. 

The word cave is used loosely, 
however, as his dwelling was actually a 
turf hut at Sherbrook Valley. 

Just below Dick’s chosen site was a 
small spring. Every day he carried a 
few bricks to the site and then built the 
hut on the brick foundations. 

He planted a small garden and a few 
trees, the villagers sent their children 
with small gifts of food and he settled

into his new way of life. The location of 
Dick’s cave is still shown clearly on 
Ordnance Survey maps, although 
nowadays there is little to see beyond a 
slight hollow in the ground. 

Dick was often seen to roam around 
the Chase wearing a long brown coat 
which reached down below his knees 
and he would sit for hours outside his 
hut. He became known as the Hermit 
of the Woods. 

He made a pet of a hare, which 
became very tame and remained with 
Dick near his hut. Bess became Dick’s 
soulmate on daily walks over heath- 
land around Haywood Warren and 
beyond, and she would lie at his feet 


while he sat for hours in reverie at his 
hut door. 

Sadly, Bess met a sticky end, the 
victim of a hunting accident. Lord 
Anson instructed his huntsmen not to 
allow the hounds to chase Dick’s hare 
and to keep them away from his hut, 
but one day a mistake was made and 
Bess was killed. 

Miserable 

Once more Dick’s heart was broken. 

“She was my sole companion and my 
silent friend,” he once wrote before the 
parish authorities moved him to the 
workhouse at Rugeley where he died 
‘in miserable melancholy’. 

After Dick moved to the Workhouse 
his hut was vandalised and only a few 
bricks remained to mark the spot 
where he lived. 

Records show a man named Richard 
Sleigh was buried at St Augustine’s 
Church on April 6 1797.

The legislation, proposed 
by Richard Harrington MP, 
would make sub-letting of 
social housing a criminal 
offence. 


A MAN who fled the scene 
after knocking down a 12- 
year-old girl with his father’s 
car which he had taken 
without permission has been 
ordered to carry out 200 
hours of unpaid work. 

Daniel Lea was also disqualified 
from driving for a year and placed 
under supervision for 12 months by 
Dudley Magistrates’ Court. 

The court heard the 21-year-old, of 
Belbroughton Road, Stourbridge, had 
gone to his father’s work and taken the 
keys for the Ford Focus without asking 
on November 28 last year. 

Mrs Claire Davies, prosecuting, said 
during Monday’s hearing that Lea had 


been on his way back and was driving 
in Moor Street, Brierley Hill, when the 
girl stepped out into the road. 

“He made off without stopping,” she 
said.“Police recovered the vehicle in 
Foxdale Road, about a minute’s drive 
from the scene, where the car had been 
left.“The windscreen had been covered 
by a blanket. When it was removed 
they could see the damage to the wind¬ 
screen.” 

She said officers had originally not 
been able to find a registered keeper for 
the vehicle but it was insured in the 
name of Lea’s father. 

When they tried to call him, Lea 
himself had picked up and told them he 
had already gone to Brierley Hill Police 
Station to report what he had done 
after being told to do so by his father. 


The girl suffered grazes and bruises. 
Lea pleaded guilty to counts of failing 
to stop after an accident, driving other¬ 
wise than in accordance with a licence 
and using a car without insurance. 

Mr Michael Davis, defending, said: 
“He has accepted responsibility 
through his guilty plea and evidence 
suggests the girl stepped out. There is 
no indication of bad driving in this 
matter. 

“He was aware the girl had rolled on 
to the bonnet but saw her get to her 
feet.” 

Chairman of the bench Mr Andrew 
Clarke told Lea: “I want you to know 
we came very close to considering 
custody in this matter. However we 
decided it was not appropriate in this 
case.”

Families flee gas scare 


FAMILIES have spoken of their shock 
as they counted the cost of a car crash 
which saw their Stourbridge homes 
evacuated last week. 

An Audi A3 hit a wall in front of 
homes in Collis Street, Amblecote, 
damaging a gas service pipe and two 
parked cars. 

Debris and bricks from the wall were 
scattered across the road forcing police 
to close it for around three hours after 
the crash at 1.05am on Thursday. Bar¬ 
riers were erected near the homes pro¬ 
tecting pedistrains from the exposed 
gas pipe work which had now been 
made safe. 

Residents said there was a strong 
smell of gas in the air following the 


crash and seven homes were evacuated 
as a result. 

They grabbed a few belongings and 
made their way up to the Oakfield 
Community Centre, in Brettell Lane, 
which had been specially opened up by 
Dudley Council. 

They were allowed to return home 
at 4am. 

Resident Michael Fox, aged 47, said 
he was awoken by a loud bang before 
coming downstairs to find his wrecked 
Renault Laguna and the Audi A3 also 
badly damaged. 

“It was a massive shock for every¬ 
one, I’ve not slept all night thanks to 
this,” said the postman who works in 
Wollaston. 


“My car is wrecked, it is a write off. 
It’s has had to be towed away but I’m 
lucky as work have been so under¬ 
standing as I’ve had to sort all my 
insurance out today.” 

The Audi crashed into the front wall 
of a house owned by mother and 
daughter, Wendy and Francesca Hyde. 

They have been told by council engi¬ 
neers that the wall will have to be 
demolished due to safety concerns 
many bricks broke away in the smash. 

Mrs Hyde, 62, said: “There were 
bricks everywhere following the crash 
which has all had to be cleared up and 
now we’ve been told that we can’t get 
a gas connection until be have the wall 
fixed.”

it's curtain up on 
crusade to rescue 
beloved theatre 


It was once one of Britain’s top theatres. 
MARK ANDREWS meets the group battling to 
save one of the region’s best-loved venues 


THERE IS a musty smell in the air, the garish 
purple paintwork peels from the ceiling. An 
empty wine bottle rolls around on the floor, 
like a leftover from a party that was aban¬ 
doned in a hurry. 

“It’s better than I expected,” says Geoff Fitzpatrick. 
“There’s a lot of work to be done, but it’s all pretty sound.” 

For the Friends of Dudley Hippodrome, this is an emo¬ 
tional moment. For the first time since it closed its doors in 
2009, a small party of volunteers has been allowed access 
inside the building which holds so many memories. 

Almost every one of them has a tale to tell. 

“I used to be a regular here in the 1940s and 50s,” says 
76-year-old Malcolm Palmer from Stourbridge. 

“It was here that they filmed the first pantomime to be 
shown on television, I went down to my aunt’s in Tipton to 
watch. You could see the boxes in the balcony and every¬ 
thing.”. 

But unless the Friends of the Hippodrome defy the odds 
and save the theatre from the bulldozers, those memories 
will soon be all that is left. 

In its heyday, the Hippodrome was one of the country’s 
leading provincial theatres, drawing in the biggest names in 
showbusiness. Bob Hope, Laurel and Hardy, and Tommy 
Cooper had all topped the bill. 

“It was the biggest theatre in the West Midlands,” says 
Stourbridge historian Paul Collins. 

“It had a 1,752-seater auditorium, much bigger than the 
Grand in Wolverhampton. Even today there isn’t another 
theatre of this size this side of Birmingham.” 

Latterly used as a bingo hall, the Hippodrome finally 
closed two-and-a-half years ago. It was purchased by Dudley 
Council, and has been under the threat of demolition ever 
since. 

Earmarked 

The council has earmarked the site for unspecified rede¬ 
velopment, and word is that within three months there will 
be an application to demolish the building. 

But Mr Collins, a former councillor, says that would not 
necessarily sound the death knell for the theatre. 

“The application would be to demolish it within three 
years,” he says. “They wouldn’t demolish it straight away 
as that would cost a lot.” 

The theatre is in clear need of refurbishment - as well as 
less-than-sympathetic alterations, it has also suffered from 
vandalism - but it is in surprisingly good condition. Period 
features, such as art deco plasterwork have survived intact, 
even if they have been painted in a lurid shade of purple. 

“I’m quite encouraged by what I’ve seen,” says Mr 
Collins. 

The campaign certainly has public support. 

More than 3,500 people have signed petitions to save the 
theatre, incuding comedian Ken Dodd, a regular performer 
at the venue in the 1950s. 

But while there is a clear desire among people in the Black 
Country save the theatre, it is hard cash that will really 
determine its future. 

“We have pledged to draw up a business plan by the end 
of August,” says Paul Collins. And how much money will 
they need? 

“It would just be a guess at the moment, but I think you 
would be talking a couple of million.” 

Friends’ chairman Geoff Fitzpatrick believes the money 
could be secured from the National Lottery. Steve Briscoe 
suggests a sponsor-a-brick scheme. 

And Mr Collins is convinced the theatre can be saved. 

“There is so much public support, it is the only inter-war 
variety theatre left in the country. 

“If we don’t succeed, it won’t be for the want of trying,” 
he said.

TORRENTIAL rain forced 
an event that was expected 
to attract hundreds of Mini 
fans to the region to be can¬ 
celled for the second time. 

Crowds of enthusiasts 
were expected to flock to 
Himley Hall on Sunday for 
an annual display celebrat¬ 
ing the classic car. But 
organisers of The British 
Mini Day said the ground 
was too waterlogged from 
recent rainfall. 

The British Mini Club will 


lose thousands of pounds in 
revenue from the event, 
which would have seen visi¬ 
tors pay a £7 entry fee. 

More than 500 cars would 
have been on display at the 
event and at least 70 stalls 
were booked. It had to be 
called off in May after days 
of heavy rain. 

Enthusiasts are urged to 
attend a Mini Fest event 
being held at Uttoxeter 
Racecourse, in Stafford¬ 
shire, on September 2. 


IT WAS the wettest June since records began, and ten days in, it looks 
as though July is making its own bid for an all-time rainfall record too. 

But the sun is shining on the Severn Valley Railway just now, for despite the monsoon 
weather, visitor figures and passenger numbers are actually holding up ahead of budget. 

The 16-mile Kidderminster - Bridgnorth steam heritage railway had made provision to 
carry 68,900 passengers by the end of June, but after totting up the figures, SVR General 
Manager Nick Ralls revealed today that the railway’s steam trains carried 70,387 passen¬ 
gers by the mid-point of the calendar year 


almost 1,500 more than expected. 

Pound for pound, the figures compare 
almost exactly with those for the same 
period last year - but the railway had 
expected that the ‘double dip recession’ 
would effect a fall in passenger numbers - 
and it hasn’t happened. 

“We didn’t particularly set out to market 
the SVR an all-weather attraction, but from 
the figures, it certainly looks as though a lot 
of people are now seeing us in that light, and 
recognising they can have a thoroughly 
enjoyable day out on the railway while still 
staying warm and dry” ventured Nick Ralls 
earlier today. 

“A steam train allows you to cheat the bad 
weather every time - it’s the best umbrella

you could possibly have - but since we 
opened the Engine House Visitor Centre at 
Highley in 2008, we’ve been able to offer 
visitors a really worthwhile indoor attrac¬ 
tion too with lots to see and do as well. In 
conditions like those we’ve seen over the 
last five or six weeks, the combination of the 
two has worked really well for us.” 

The huge overall glass canopy which 
covers the concourse at the railway’s Kid¬ 
derminster Town terminus station, has also 
been a big bonus during wet weather, allow¬ 
ing ‘outdoor’ events like the two recent 
1940s Weekends (June 23rd/24th and June

Baby you can drive my car... it's a mt from a modern Beetle 



MY first car was a green VW 
Beetle and I have fond memories 
of learning to drive and after 
passing my test exploring the 
country with my new found 
freedom. 

It wasn’t always plain sailing and 
having some mechanical ability certainly 
helped. Nevertheless, I have always held 
the Beetle in high esteem. 

Some 
pundits 
have 


suggested that new Beetle has evolved 
from the original: I disagree. If you take a 
look at the Porsche 911 you can see a direct 
line back to the original. 

Not so with the Beetle, the new one has 
front engine, front wheel drive so for me it 
is a homage to the original. If this sounds 
like I disapprove of the new Beetle 
then you are mistaken. 

For a start the latest incarna¬ 
tion of the Beetle has 
moved forward the 
latest shape the most 
obvious change 
being the rear 
light clusters 
which I was 
not struck 
on. 

It is only 
when you 
compare 
directly with

the model before you see the significant 
body changes that have been made. That 
said it is still unmistakably a Beetle. 

Opening the driver’s door reveals a 
colour coded dashboard that is not dissim¬ 
ilar to my first car and gives a perspective 
which I think is unique in today’s cars. 

The dashboard is clearly laid out with 
what has to be the largest fuel gauge I have 
ever seen. 

Illuminated 

Then I spotted the Fender decal on the 
door speakers. This is a £500 upgrade that 
gives 400watts of power a subwoofer in the 
boot and illuminated door speakers. It is 
worth every penny if you enjoy listening to 
your music. 

What does differ dramatically from my 
first car is the performance and the han¬ 
dling. The 1.4 engine is a peach and some¬ 
times it is difficult, because of the 
performance to believe it is not bigger. It 
pulls with an eagerness that encourages 
you to explore its full power. A combined 
fuel consumption of 40mpg also means 
that this performance does not need to 
break the bank. Handling is superb and 


the Beetle can be thrown into corners 
confidently with suspension that is per¬ 
fectly matched to the performance. 
Steering is precise and allows you to 
place the car accurately on the road. 

As a driver’s car the Beetle does not 
disappoint and the levels of grip avail¬ 
able mean that it is sportier than it first 
appears. 

So it is unfair to compare the new 
Beetle with the old? I think it is. The orig¬ 
inal Beetle has a cult following and hails 2 
from a different era when requirements 
for cars in a competitive market were not 
as strenuous as they are now. But, the 
new Beetle has much to commend it. 
From a performance perspective the 
Beetle provides great fun from its 1.4 
engine. Handling is up there with cars 
with far more sporty pretensions and it is 
practical too. 

Is it a worthy successor to the original? 

I think unequivocally it has to be yes. 

Purists will probably hate it but the 
new Beetle still has no equal in the looks 
stakes and with modern performance it is 
difficult to fault.
